Gov. Alvan T. Fuller for last-minute 
clemency. The Governor had been 
besoucht all evening by several per- 
sons to exercise clemency in some 
Way. 

Musmanno ran “through the 
prison gates to the office of the 
Warden. When he was stopped in 
an outer room, he cried, with a 
shake of the head, “There is no 
hope.” 

He pleaded with the Warden for 
permission to see Sacco and Van- 
zett!i for a last time. “I promised 
them I’d come back,” he said. 
“Let me go with you to the death 
house for just a word with them.” 

“No, it is too late,” the Warden 
replied. “I will tell them that you 
are here and that you send them 
your sympathy, but I cannot let 
you see them.” 

Musmanno, crushed, could only 
go.into the Warden’s office and 
sit down to await word from the 
death house. As he passed the 
newspaper men assembled there, 
he said: “This is all a terrible in- 
justice.” Then turning to the 
Warden, Musmanno went on: “The 
message I want to give them is 
that there is more mercy in their 
hearts than there is in those of 
them who profess orthodox reli- 
gion. I want you to tell them I 
know .their innocence, and _ all 
the electric chairs in the world 
cannot change that.” 

One Reporter in Death Chamber. 

It had been arranged six years 
ago, on the conviction of the two 
men, that only one newspaper man 

should attend the executions, W. 
KE. Playfair of the Associated 
Press. His was the task to hasten 
afterward to describe the execu- 
tions to the other writers, about 
40 of them. 


With this understanding, the re- 
porters gathered at Warden Hen- 
dry’s desk shortly before midnight. 
Outside weré the official witnesses, 
Surgeon-General Frank. H. Wil- 
liams of the Massachusetts Na- 
tional Guard; Dr. Joseph 1, Mc- 
Laughlin, prison physician; High 
Sheriff Samuel H. Capen of Nor- 
folk County; Dr. George Burgess 
Magratl:, medical examiner of 
Suffolk County; Dr. Howard A. 
Lothrop of the Boston City Hos- 
pital, and Dr, Otis Faxon, medical 
examiner of Norfolk County. 

The Warden ushered the wit- 
nesses into the rotunda of the pris- 
on at-one minute before midnight 
and they took seats there within 
easy view through an iron-barred 
glass door of those in the outer of- 
fice. In a few minutes they rose 
and passed along on the way to the 
death house. 

Then came the wait for first word 
from the death chamber. A guard 
emerged. He told of the electrocu- 
tion of Madeiros. Next came word 
that Sacco had gone. Musmanno, 
crouched over the: Warden's desk. 
Shuddered. He did not wait to 
hear of the death of Vanzetti, but 
caught up his*brief case and has- 
tened from the room. 

Description of Death House. 

The execution room is a cham- 
ber about 25 feet square, and back 
of it, occupying almost as much 
space, are the three cells which 
held the three condemned men. 
The room is painted white and 
overhead is a strong electric light. 

Madeiros was in the first cell, 13 
steps from the chair. Sacco was in 
the second, 17 steps away, and 
Vanzetti in the third, 21 steps. Be- 
tween them and the death chamber 
was a small gray door. It was 
necessary for the men to pass to 
the left of the chair from the rear, 
then turn to the right to seat 
themselves. To the left of the 
chair stood the Warden, to the 
right Robert Eliot. executioner, 
who also serves at Sing Sing and in 
the New Jersey and Pennsylvania 
prisons, 

It was at 12:02:47 a. m. today 
when Madeiros was taken from his 
cell. Two guards unlocked his 
Erated door and beckoned to him, 
He rose immediately from his stoo! 
‘to follow them, He. like Sacco and 
Vanzetti, was clad in a blue- 


fore placing the cap on Sacco’s 
head. They seemed to know that 
he intended to say more. Sacco 
looked for the heads of the wit- 
nesses and said, in broken English, 
“Farewell my wife and children 
and all my friends.” 

One of the guards raised the cap. 
Sacco saw it descending. He looked 
directly ahead of him and said, 
“Good evening, gentlemen.” Then, 
as the cap came down, he cried in 
Italian, “‘Farewell, mother.” 

Warden Hendry raised his hand. 
It was 12:13:10 o'clock, just a lit- 
tle less than two minutes after his 
entrance. Elliott threw on the 
switch turning on 1800 volts. A 
second application of 2000 follow- 
ed, because Sacco was sturdy. 


Vanzetti Calm and Collected. 

Vanzetti was by far the most cool 
and collected of the three. He 
came out of his cell at 12:20:30 
o’clock, and one of the first things 
he did was to shake hands with the 
guards at the chair, giving each of 
the five a hearty handciasp. He 
said nothing until he was seated. 
Then he spoke, in English, his 
voice singularly firm and rot in 
the least hysterical, as Saccos had 
been, 

“I wish to tell you,” he said, 
“that Iam innocent. I never conm- 
mitted any crime, but sometiines,” 
he paused, “some ein.” His next 
words were to the guards and other 
prison officers he saw about him. 
“I thank you for everything you 
have done for me, I am innocent 
of all crime, not only of this one, 
but of all. I am an innocent man.” 

He paused again, then went on: 
“IT must forgive some people for 
what they are doing to me.’ These 
were his last worads. 

At 12:21:33 o’clock the shock 
was given him—1400_ volts, in- 
creased to 1950, and at 12:26:55 the 
medical examiners said life had 
gone from him. 

Beyond a few formalities, there 
was nothing more to be done. The 
Witnesses filed out of the glaring 
white chamber into the dark 
passage which led back into the 


prison proper and so to their wait- 
ing motor cars. The three bodies) 
were taken to a mortuury in Los- 
ton for the customary autopsy. 


No Demonstration in Prison. 

There was no demonstration 
among the other prisoners during 
or after the executions. The lights 
in their cells had been turned out 
and it was explained by one of the 
subwardens that, “It is a tradition 
of Charlestown prison for no dem- 
onstration at such a time,” But 
tradition in this instance was 
supported by an extra detail of 
guards to all corridors and tiers. 

Sacco and Vanzetti went to 
death without spiritual consolation 
of any kind. Father Murphy, the 
Roman Catholic chaplain of the 
prison, had urged to let them ac- 
cept his ministrations, and hoped 
to the very end that they would, 
but they persistently refused and 
just before the hour of electrocu- 
tion Father Murphy said to a group 
of newspaper men, “I am sorry 
that I can be of no service here,"’ 
and left the prison. 


If sympathizers thought there 
was any hope for Sacco and Van- 
zett! they themselves abandoned it 
at 8:45 o’clock last night. It was 
then that Warden Hendry told 
the prisoners they must die, that 
the last that could be done to 
save them had been done. :He 
used a well-.‘oin formula. “I am 
sorry but it is my painful duty to 
tell you-that you have to die to- 
night,” he said. “Your attorneys 
have exhausted their efforts.” 
Madciros Found Aslcep. 

Singularly enough, when the 
Warden went to tell Madeiros of 
his fate, he being first on the 
death list, the man was sound 
asleep. Twice the Warden had to 
speak to him and then Madeiros 
awoke, stared sleepily about him 
and fell back on his cot, saying ro 
word. 

Father Murphy, who was witb 
the Warden, tried again to induce 
the man to turn to the church. 
but Madeliros paid no heed. 


“TURNED DOWN BY 


GOVERNOR FULLER 


Attorney, Mrs. Sacco and 
Miss Vanzetti Sought 
Clemency for Men Await- 
ing Death Penalty. 


By the Associated Press. 

BOSTON, Aug. 23.—A final ap- 
peal to Gov. Fuller to grant{“any 
form of clemency” for Sacco and 
Vanzetti rather than allow them to 
be executed, was made last night 
by Micheel A. Musmanno of de- 
fense counsel. While a habeas 
corpus petition was being argued 
before Judge Lowell in United 
States District Court, Musmanno 
arrived at the Statehouse and was 
immediately admitted to the Gov- 
ernor’s office. 

The attorney before entering said 
Arthur D. Hill of defense counsel 
had been detained in Maine. The 
attorney was with the Governor 
about 10 minutes and was then 
told to see the Attorney General. 
That official was absent from his 
office at the time and Musmanno 
sat for some time waiting for his 
return, 

“The Governor merely told me 
to see Attorney-General Reading,” 
Musmanno continued, “and I talked 
with him for an hour. When I 
returned tc the Governor’s office 
and sent in my card, Herman Mac- 
Donald (the Governor's secretary) 
came out and read me a letter 
written by Attorney-General Read- 
ing to Gov. Fuller advising the 
Governor not to grant a respite. At 
that time I gave up all hope.” 


Another Defense Attorney Enters. 


Francis F. Kane, Philadelphia 
attorney, associated with defense 
counsel, went in to see the Gov- 
ernor at 9:40 and 10 minutes later 
was joined by William G. Thomp- 
son and Herbert Ehrmann, former 
defense counsel who have been ad- 
vising their successors. 

Shortly after 9 o’clock Mrs. Sacco 
and Miss Vanzetti, a sister of the 
executed man, accompanied by 
Gardner Jackson and Aldine Fe- 
licina, of the Defense Committee. 
Miss Edith B. Jackson of New 
Haven, Conn., and defense attor- 
ney Michael A. Musmanno, entered 
Gov. Fuller’s = office. Attorney- 
General Reading entered the Gov- 
ernor’s office later. Miss Vanzetti 
and Mrs. Sacco left at 10:30. Both 
seemed composed. 

After Miss Vanzetti and Mrs. 
Sacco had come from the Gov- 
ernor’s office, Musmanno, who ac- 
companied them, told reporters 
that Mrs. Sacco had pleaded with 
the Governor to show mercy to- 
vards her husband and his friend. 


Did All He Could. 

“You have children and I have 
children,” she _ said. “You must 
look on this case as a father.” 

The Governor replied, Musmanno 
said, he could do no more than 
he had done to investigate the in- 
nocence or guilt of the condemned 
men. Miss  Vanzetti, speaking 
through an interpreter, said her 
brother had asked her to tell the 
Governor that, if more time had 
been allowed, facts would arise 
which would prove his innocence. 

Musmanno came from Gov. Ful- 
ler’s office shortly after 11 o'clock 
and said: 

“It’s all over.’’ 

Gov. Fuller stayed at his office 
until the executions had begun. 
He left at 12:15 a. m. 

One hundred and fifty-four Sac- 
co-Vanzetti sympathizers arrested 
in front of the State House when 
they attempted picketing yesterday 
were fined $5 each by Judge Wil- 
liam Sullivan in Municipal Court 
taday.

Several Hurt When Paris Police 
Charge and Scatter Crowd. 
By the Associated Press. 
PARIS, Aug. 23.—Several per- 
sons were slightly injured this eve- 


ning at the Place d’Alma when po- 
lice charged and dispersed a group 
of Sacco-Vanzetti manifestants 


getting ready to proceed to the 
United States Embassy. The dem- 
onstrators, who had gathered in re- 
sponse to a Communist proclama- 
tion, did not put up a fight. 

More than 1000 policemen and 
infantrymen were stationed along 
the streets in the immediate vicin- 
ity of the American Embassy build- 
ings today. The police gave notice 
that the slightest disorder would be 
sternly repressed. L’Humanite, La 
Presse and Libertaire, the latter an 
anarchist organ, printed full pages 
in heavy black type filled with re- 
proaches of “American capitalists.” 

“The proletariat will avenge 
them,” said L’Humanite. It called 
on the workers of the world to 
gather for “collective reprisals.”’ It 
urged “defiance” of the American 
Legion convention in Paris and an 
“effective and immediate boycott of 
Yankee capitalism.” 

La Presse hailed Sacco and Van- 
zetti as “martyrs” and declared 
their execution left the civilized 
world in mourning. In anothar 
column, Comtesse Denoailles, 
French poetess, called upon the 
Liberals of the world to reply to 
the execution by beginning a cam- 
paign for abolition of the death 
penalty. Both L’Humanite and 
Libertaire advocated manifestations 
before the American Embassy. 
L,Oeuvre expressed the hope that 
the execution would “not serve as 
a pretext for acts of violence,” 
which would only add to its useless 
horror.”’ 


“Pertinax,” the potitical writer 
of the Echo de Paris, construed the 
execution as an event of interna- 
tional importance, because, the 
Sacco-Vanzetti case “started a con- 
troversy in the internal affairs of 
a great republic of such propor- 
tions as to cause many changes.” 
From that angle alone, he con- 
tends, the event is not negligible. 

An explosion, the second in two 
days, occurred this morning at 
Montpenier, causing great excite- 
ment and some. slight material 
damage, says a Havas dispatch 
from that city.

Bomb Exploded at Church Rectory 
in Cleveland. 


CLEVELAND, O., Aug. 23.—The 
explosion of a bomb in the doorway 
of the rectory of St. Joseph's Cath- 
olic Church here early this morn- 
ing shattered windows in the struc- 
ture and in nearby buildings. No 
serious damage resulted and none 
was injured. 

Police attributed the placing of 
the bom to Sacco and Vanzetti 
sympathizers, but priests at the 
rectory said they were unable to 
give any reason for the placing of 
the machine. 


LETTER WRITTEN BY VANZETTI 
TELLS OF GRATITUDE FOR AID 


Boston Woman Who Received It 
Had Cared for His Sister and 
Had Gone Twice to Italy.

BOSTON, Aug. 23.—A letter, 


written by Bartolomeo Vanzetti 
shortly before his execution, to 
Mrs. Jessica Hendengor’ thanking

“Goebel and Davis likewise fore- 
cast improvement of the radio bea- 
con and other radio sending and 
receiving equipment for aircraft as 
a result of the Dole flight. ‘They 
also expect development of Tloat- 
ing landing stages at sea, where 
over-water aviators may land dur- 
ing long flights. 

Celestial Observation As An Aid. 

Davis also predicted develop- 
ment in airplane navigation by 
means of the stars. 

“Celestial navigation by use of 
the bubble sextant is More reliable 
than hitherto was believed,” Davis 
said. “Flying above clouds insures 
a clear sky. It also eliminates the 
danger of blind instrumental fly- 


on instruments alone for direction 
and balance. 

“In the flight such as we made, 
approximations of position by 
celestial observations alone were 
sufficient to insure reaching our 
destination.” 

Lieut. Wyatt declared no one 
could be blamed for the disasters 
in the Dole flight, that the inspec- 
tions were as rigid and as thorough 
as it was possible‘ to make them. 

Wyatt discounted talk of defects 
in the three lost planes, saying the 
Golden Eagle was the last word 
in plane construction, and that the 
Miss Doran had passed all tests 
successfully. 3 

“The Miss Doran had motor 
trouble, and came back, only to at- 
tempt the flight again,” Wyatt 
continued. “I believe the plane 
was foreed down in the first four 
hours from a redevelopment of the 
original motor trouble. The fly- 
ers were advised not to try it 
again, and should have remained 
to test the new spark plugs.” 

Wilbur for Stricter Observation. 

“The Erwin plane was undoubt- 
edly flying too low. The only 
remedy for a tail spin is altitude, 
5000 to 6000 feet. By their radio 
reports we know they were flying 
low, and I feel they never had a 
chance.” 

Secretary of the Navy Curtis D. 
Wilbur declared here that he ex- 
pected Congress to take some ac- 
tion providing stricter supervision 
for such events as the Dole flight.

HE French have not capital- 
T izca their ruins as they might 

well have done to attract the 
tourist. Rehabilitation has gone 
steadily forward. Life goes on 
much the same as before the war. 
In the provinces there were far 
fewer women dressed in mourning 
than in Tashionable Paris, At 
Rheims, in the shadow of irrepara- 
ble ruins round the _ cathedral, 
which was one of the pet targets 
of enemy guns, the populace was 
out in force and much excited over 
some auto races. In other towns 
and villages flags and bunting were 
being draped a week ahead of the 
14th of July celebration. Villages 
are being rebuilt upon the ancient 
pattern of their predeeessors. Old 
material is used wherever it is 
useable. Eventually the red tiled 
roofs and thick stone and plastered 
walls and patches will take on the 


patina of the older ones and there 
will be few reminders left except 
the acres and acres of cemeteries 
with white crosses planted in rows. 
We saw two of the American cem- 
eteries, one in Belleau Wood, one 
at Montfaucon in the Argonne. In 
the latter there were 25,000 white 
crosses. The cemeteries and the 
monuments bear mute witness and 
no village appears to have been too 
poor to erect some sort of endur- 
ing memorial to “‘Nos’ Enfants’”’ 
who died for France. Many of the 
monuments are examples of the 
best in modern sculpture. 


HE least pretentious, though 
T none the less inspiring, are 
those which mark the spot 
where the armistice was signed. 
When the time came to decide upon 
a suitable memorial, it was felt 
nothing could be too elaborate to 
commemorate that day and all it 
meant. So the effort was turned 
to the other extreme, simplicity. 
In a glade 100 yards in width 
cleared in the Forest of Compeigne 
near the station of Rethondes, 
where the two trains met, was 
placed flat upon the ground a 
smooth granite slab 30 feet by 25. 
It bears an inscription which, 
translated, reads: 
Here 
On the 1lith of November, 1918,

Gen. Ashburn and W. W. Morse, 
of Minneapolis, operating manager 
of the Upper River Division of the 
Inland Waterways Corporation, are 
convinced, from observations made 
during the upstream trip of the 
Thorpe. that: 

1. The channel should be 
straightened for a distance of 
five miles just below Keokuk, 
Ia.. where it is extremely crook- 
ed. 

2. The river should be im- 
proved just above the Govern- 
ment locks at Moline, Ill... and 
below the LeClaire locks, which 
are 18 miles above the Moline 
locks. It was upon leaving the 
former and entering the latter 
locks that the greatest difficul- 
ty of the trip. due to shallow 
water. was experierced 

3. That the speed made by the 
Thorpe during her trip assures 
success of Upper River naviga- 
tion. 

It was pointed out by Morse that 
a dam is to be built just above the 
entrance of the St. Croix River. 
which empties into the Mississippi 
at Prescott. Wis., 29 miles below 
Minneapolis. This. he <zaid. will 
afford a six-foot chaunel from 
Prescott to the high dam between 
St. Paul and Minneapolis. The 
stretch of river between Prescott 
and St. Paul is considered the most 
difficult for navigation of any sec- 
tion along the Upper Mississippi.

SAYS U. S. IGNORED FACTS 
IN DEBT SETTLEMENTS 


Adviser to Dawes Commission De- 
clares American Attitude Seems 
Unfair to Allies.

WILLIAMSTOWN, Mass., Aug. 
23.—The United States used its le- 
gal position and economic power to 
force war debt settlements which 
fai short of commending them- 
selves to allied and neutral coun- 
tries as fair, reasonable, or even 
politica, said Joseph 8S. Davis, eco- 
nomic adviser to the Dawes Com- 
mission, before the round table of 


the Institute of Politics today. 
“Except on the humiliating 


ground of capacity to pay, our rep- 


resentatives apparently ignored 
practically all suggestions and con- 
siderations brought forward by our 
own critics and by the debtor na- 


tions.” he sald. 
As the allied Powers did in the 


case of the Versailles treaty and as 
Germany's reparation creditors 
also did for séveral years, he con- 
tinued, the United States arrogated 
to itself the right to be the final 
judge of what was just and expedi- 
en. As a result, according to Da- 
vis, it is likely that adjustments of 
the debt settlements will have to be 
made. 

America’s position as the great 
creditor nation of the world has 
given latitude to its foreign invest- 
ments, which, he said, are estimated 
at between 11 and 13 bilifons of 
dollars. Beenuse of this, he said, 
the nation is interested in maintain. 
ing political and economic condi- 
tions that will make such invest- 
ments safe and productive, and 
thus may take a more liberal atti- 
tude on the question of debt adjurt- 
ment.

To the Ecitor of the Post-Dispatch.

ter of St. Louis. He informed me of the 
fact that letters sent from Washington 


a and Richmond went to Chicago first, 


and from there came to St. Louis, and 
that all eastern and northeastern mai! 
W. i massed at Chicago. He said to me: 

“A letter that you write to your moth. 
er, instead of being sent direct, goes by 
way of Chicago, then to St. Louis, caus- 
ing some 12-hours’ delay.” 

In order to verify this statement he 

*eaid: “Write a letter to yourself, post 
it at the same time you leave and see 
what happens.” 

I did as he requested. I left St. Louis 
on the 12 o'clock train, arriving at 
Washington at 12 next day. I did not 
receive my letter until the next day at 
10 o'clock. I then went to the Super- 
intendent of the Railway Mail Service 
who was from Madison, Wisconsin. 1 
raised a row. He told me it was none 
of my business, I «then went to the 
l’ostmaster-General and stated that this 
was an outrage, that the mails for St 
Louis were given to Chicago as a favor 
He told me that that was none of my 
business that I had charge of the for- 
eign mail only. I told him I would 
make it my business. 

I went to my office and dictated a 
letter of the Washington newspapers, 
attacking the department for such fa- 
voritism. Mr. Nash, Superintendent of 
Railway Mail Service, brought charges 
against me for having criticised the de- 
partment, and I was summoned before 
the Cabinet. 

When I appeared, President Cleve- 
land wanted to know what I had to say 
in my defense. I replied that I was a 
Missourian and Bt. uisan first. That 
I did not propose tc submit to this in- 
justice, That if such an attitude was to 
be continued and Chicago was to be 
favored at the expense of St. Loula, then 
J would and did tender my resignation. 

The President said: “Mr. Postmaster 
General, Mr. Bell has the advantage.

THE VANISHING DRUG STORE. 
We think all old-timers ought to give three resound: 
ing cheers for the words which Dr. Charles H. La 
Wall, dean of the Philadelphia College of Pharmacy 
and Science, has just spoken about the vanishing of 
the drug store as wp have known it. Dr. La Wall, 
who is attending the diamond anniversary meeting of 
the American Pharmaceutical Association, says that 
commercialism is making the drug store look like 
a department store, and that something ought to be 
done about it. 
Nobody who knew the drug store as it used to be 
will question the justice and urgency of this warn- 
ing. Such a person. will probably only advise that 
the term “drug store” is no longer applicable to the 
place, and that a better one should be devised. Once 
an institution for ameliorating the ailments of man- 
kind, it has become a sort of glorified variety store, 
half way between the 5 and 10 cent store and its 
superior 15 and 25 cent offspring. Where once the 
science of pharmacology reigned supreme, the science 
of salesmanship now dominates. The kingly phar- 
macist has had to step down from the throne. 
It is a sad reality, to be sure, but the prospect it 
affords is of infinitely greater sadness. At the pres- 
ent rate of deterioration the drug store of five or ten 
years from now will be something awful. It will 
probably have a filling station in one corner arid a 
luxurious mezzanine,with radio concerts, movie the- 
ater and day nursery. Hidden away on some dust- 
covered shelf there may still be a mortar and pestle— 
mute, inglorious reminders of the drug store when it 
merited its name. 
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PLENTY OF YAPS.

FOREIGN LOANS. 


The announcement of B. F. Pope, New York invest- 
ment banker, that American investors put $1,300,000.- 
000 into foreign securities in the 12 months ending 
July 31, should serve to augment discussion of sev- 
eral questions which are looming ever larger'as the 
country solidifies its position as the world’s chief 
money lender. 

There is the question of what rules should gov- 
ern the granting of such loans. At a convention of 
bankers interested in foreign loans, a few months 
ago, this question came in for considerable afring. 
The predominating opinion among the bankers was 
that the Government should impose no restriction 
upon their lending power. Inasmuch as the interest 
of these business men in foreign loans is almost en- 
tirely that of brokers—since they resell these foreign 
issues to the public—their desire to escape regulation 
is perfectly natural. Secretary Hoover, at about the 
same time, advanced the theory that loans should be 
made only for productive purposes. This, he thought, 
would make them infinitely more secure.

Other items 
of evidence, such as the identification of the men 
and the expert testimony of Capt. Proctor as to the 
bullet having been fired by Sacco’s pistol, were com- 
petently contradicted by witnesses for the defense 
seemingly as responsible as the witnesses for the 
State.

clared to be the arbiters of destiny. | 

Did Sacco and Vanzetti ever offer any evidence in | 
rebuttal to the “consciousness of guilt’? Necessarily | 
this is a matter of opinion. But opinion may cite the | 
stupendous fact that for seven years these men lived | 
under the shadow of death with a fortitude that | 
never deserted them. In their aeon of Gethsemane, | 
through their intimate association with attorneys of | 
such penetrating mentality as that of the brilliant | 
Thompson, no word or gesture was observed to indi- 
cate their guilt. 

They went to their death in that same resolute 
mood, a note of defiance in Sacco’s valedictory, an 
impressive gallantry in Vanzetti’s bearing, with a 
message of forgiveness that made the exit noble.

TRADE WAR WITH CANADA. 
From the St. Joseph News-Press. 

NSEASONABLE frost throughout a 

large part of the Canadian grain belt did 
heavy damage -to growing crops, and, a 
press dispatch notes, “added millions of dol- 
lars to the financlal outlook of American 
farmers.” In anticipation of a blighted crop 
in Western Canada, grain prices advanced, 
whick is one way the American farmer can 
profit from the misfortune of his neigh- 
bor north of the border, but his advantage 
does not end here, since a short yield in 
the dominion means a market for his sur- 
plus grain, and under Canadian free trade 
there is an open door for his exports. If 
it were the other way round, Canadian 
farmers would tind an American tariff wall 
erected against them. 

Prime Minister King suggested a recip- 
rocal trade agreement with the United 
States, but the proposal mect a cold recep- 
tion at Washington. With a presidential 
election coming on, the dominant party 
shivers at the thought of “opening” . the 
tariff issue. The Republican farm bloc 
might rush through the breach and thereby 
disturb party harmony at a time when there 
is need Of harmony, 

Yet there is a very general demand on 
both sides of the line for a reciprocity ar- 
rangement.. If free trade across the boun- 
daries of our states is profitable to both 
buyers and sellers, how can it be doubted 
that commerce intelligently promoted across 
the Canadian border, invisible as it is along 
so many hundreds of miles, would be equal- 
ly to the profit of those engaged in it? 

There is a question, moreover, wheth- 
er the United States can afford to reject 
any proposal of this sort which the Cana- 
dian government may make, The time 


may come when we shall need trade favors. 


from Canada even more than Canadians 
need them from us. It is well known that 
bills have been introduced in the parliament 
at Ottawa which contain a tacit threat of 
trade reprisals. These have been kept Lack 
by the Canadian government, but may be 
brought forward if the government at 
Washington stubbornly refuses even to con- 
sider any relaxation of our tariff rates that 
bear hard on Canadian produets. 

If our Government thinks that reciproc- 
ity with Canada would be a bad thing. 
it must admit that a trade war would be 
worse, This is something which both 
nations should strive to avert. A good way 
to avert it is for the two to sit down to- 
gether and work out a plan for a profitable 
exchange of products which one has and 
the other desires. Our sjandoffish attitude 
where Canadian relations and interests are 
concerned is scarcely to our credit.

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LINCOLN OF THE REVOLUTION. 
From .the Atlanta Journal. 
HEN George Washington, as command- 


er-in-chief of the American forces in 
the struggle for independence of the colonies 
solicited congress to appoint Benjamin 
Lincoln, of Massachusetts, a major-general, 
he selected a man who was destined to 
Play an important part in the great con- 
flict. The appointment was made in Feb- 
ruary, 1777, and in the following July 
Washington put him in command of tha 
Massachusetts troops. 

With his troops Lincoln operated suc- 
cessfully against the left flank of Genera] 
Burgoyne as the British commander ad- 
vanced toward Saratoga. Burgoyne’'s sur- 
render there excited great indignation in 
England. In September, 177;. he was plac. 
ed in command of the-southern army, and 
he entered heroically upon his arduous task 
to protect Georgia and South Carolina 
against heavily superior forces. After his 
heroic defense of Charleston, Lincoln was 
paroled, retired to Massachusetts and some 
months later was exchanged for Genueral] 
Phillips, who was captured at Saratoga. 
Following the exchange, Lincoln Was em- 
ployed by Washington in raising recruits in 
Massachusetts. Then he joined in the op- 
erations around New York City and he par- 
ticipated in the siege of Yorktown. which 
brought on the surrender of Cornwallis, 

History records that “Lincoln wag ap- 
pointed by Washington to conduct the fal. 
len enemy to the field where they were to 
lay down their arms. and he was designated 
by Washington to receive the sword of 
Cornwallis.” In October, 1781, Lincoln was 
chosen for the newly created office of sec. 
retary of war. When Washington became 
President. he remembe Lincoln and ap.- 
pointed him collector of the port of Bos- 
ton, a lucrative office he held for twenty 
years,

KLAN RESPONSIBLE 
FORT 7 FLOGGINGS 


Perpetrators of Alabama At- 
tacks Will Escape Penalty 
for Lack of Laws, Report 
Points Out. 


Br the Associated Press 
WEDOWEE, Ala. Aug. 23.— 
Officials here today.were helpless 
to move against perpetrators of 
recent masked floggings after a re- 
port late yesterday by the Ran- 
dolph County grand jury in wRich 
the investigating body declared 
that “intolerable conditions” 
existed in the county, blamed mem- 
bers of the Ku Klux Klan for 
these conditions and declared it- 
self unable to secure evidence on 
The report of the 


jury said: 

“In obedience to Your Honor’s 
charge the grand jury has dili- 
gently, deepjy and earnestly in- 
vestigated the alleged kidnaping 
and flogging of citizens of this 
county. The investigation reveals 
most intolerable conditions, evi- 
dence developed disclosed that 17 
persons Have been whipped. 

“In each case the victims of 
these criminal activities have been 
whipped in the late hours of the 
night by organized mobs of men 
wearing white robes and white 
masks over their faces, who trav- 
eled in automobiles with tags cov- 
ered. Most of-them were lashed 
on the naked skin with instru- 
ments of torture that in some 
cases left wounds, scars and 
bruises that the victims will ap- 
parently carry throug’ life. 

Many Floggings Kept Secret 

“Some of these victims. the evi- 
dence discloses, have suffered in 
silence without so much as con- 
eulting a physician, because of fear 
resulting from threats made 
against them by the mob, if they 
talked. 

“It is the unanimous conclusion 
of the grand jury that the kidnap- 
ing and lashing of these victims 
has been done by lawless members 
of an organization known and 
ealled Knigttts of the Ku Klux 
Klan who have bound themselves 
to secrecy with reference thereto.” 


The report recommended a 
“unanimous opinion of the grand 
jury” that the Alabama Legisla- 
ture pass laws forbidding masking 
on public highways and conceal- 
ment of automobile license tags, 
The report attacked these prac-
